Fooled by the New Comet. 


Badly Hurt. 


Late Sunday afternoon a bicyclist 


who had been over to Wild Cat Creek 
to visit the Reliance Camp, met with 
quite an accident just at the top of the 
grade. 


The wind was blowing very strong 
and he lost his balance and was thrown 
from the wheel and struck on his left 
shoulder, dislocating the same. He 
also fractured one of the small bones 


of his ankle. 
He was picked up 
shortly afterward and was conveyed to 
a neighboring farm house where he 


was cared for until a physician and a 
hack were secured from Oakland, when 
he was conveyed to his home. His 
name could not be ascertained by the 
reporter. 


Where is Professor Swift's comet ? 
There has been a mistake made at 
Mount Hamilton by Professor Holden 
in the observations of the newly dis­ 
covered body, and the calculations of 
Professor Leuschner, therefore, which 
were based upon those observations 
and telegraphed to alt observatories in 
the world, are all wrong. 


As a result 
the astronomers the 
world over are all at sea as to the di­ 
rection the comet is traveling in and 
when it is liable to strike the earth or 
some sun or moon or other planet. 


As the Yerkes Telescope is not 
completed yet at the Chicago Univer­ 
sity, the astronomer^ throughout the 
world have depended upon the Lick 
Observatory to furnish full and accurate 
details of the comet. 
So Professor 
Holden had the Lick telescope turned 
on the comet, and whether he got the 
instrument turned wrong end to or was 
blinded by the reflection of the Milky 


Way or became confused over the signs 


of the zodiac, 
Professor 
Leuschner 
does not know. 


What the cause of the mistake was 
the telegrams sent yesterday to the 
Berkeley calculator did not state. They 
informed him that a serious error had 
been made on Mount Hamilton; that 
new and more careful and accurate 
observations had been made, and that, 
to avoid any possible error in trans­ 
mission by wire, he would receive the 
basic figures for his computations by 
mail. 
These were received yesterday 
morning and in order to rectify the 
errors that had been telegraphed over 
the 
world Professor 
Leuschner sat 
down to repeat his prodigious task.

eighty feet. 
The power acquired is 
equal to that of 4000 horses, and can

sons some very bright young electric­ 
ians, who will, as time progresses, 
make a mark in the world. 
The elec­ 
tric display which is to be given in the 
evening will be an encouragement to 
the younger element as well as afford 
the older people a spectacle, the like 
of which but lew ever probably have 
seen.

to naught 
About one year ago the 
matter was again agitated, and it was 
thought for a while that 
something 
would come out of it, but for some 
reason it was dropped very suddenly. 


Now 
the matter is being taken 
up 
again, and as some ot the best citizens 


of town are interesting themselves in 
it, it bids fair to go through. 
The 
matter and its feasibility was made 
very plain at the meeting of the West 
Berkeley Progressive Club last even­ 


ing, and it will now be pushed, we be­ 
lieve, to a successful issue. 


The Southern 
Pacific has held 
deadly grip upon Berkeley ever since 
it was allowed to enter its limits. 
It 
has, in fact, dictated \o Berkeley while 
at the same time it has discriminated 
against it. 


There is no town in California that 
the Southern Pacific runs through that 
feels the lash like Berkeley. 
Third 
street from curb to curb is given up to 
the Railroad Company entirely, and 
along this street their trains tun at from 
twenty to forty miles an hour, as none 


of them except a way freight (rain is 
allowed to stop in Berkeley. 


In East Berkeley they are allowed 
to run on the main avenue of the 
town, and they have just confiscated 
Addison street to lay tracks across in 
order to reach the new freight shed 
that they nave just constructed. 
This 
track they have placed far above the 
grade of the street, so that crossing is 
now dangerous to life and limb. They 
have carried off over $300 worth of 
dirt that was paid for by the people of 
•the town. They run their wild engines 
through town at a frightful rate ot 
speed. 
They have a miserable little 
shack which they call a depot and wait­ 
ing room at the entrance of one of the 
greatest Universities 
in 
the 
world. 
They run only old and second 
hand 
cars on the road, while in Oakland and 
Alameda they run the latest improved 
They will not sell a ticket anywhere in 
the State to Berkeley, only to Sixteeth 
street, Oakland. 
They care not one 
snap of their fingers for Berkeley yet 
they drain it of over $5000 per month 


for passenger fares. 


Our people cannot stand this much 
longer, as the burden is too heavy to 
bear. 
They have got to assert 
their 
manhood and they propose to do so 


by placing a line of passenger steamers 
on the bay between San Francisco and 
West Berkeley. 
Two steamers on the

Glass Found to be Porous. 


That glass is porous to molecules 
below a certain weight and value has 
been shown by recent electrolytic ex­ 
periments made by Professor Roberts 
Austen of the Royal Mint. 
A current 


was passed through a vessel containing 
an amalgam of sodium, separated by a 
glass partition from mercury. 
After a 
while the amalgam was found to have 
lost a certain amount of its weight 
while the same amount had been 
added to the mercury. 
The same re­ 
sult was obtained with an amalgam of 
lithium; but with potassium, whose 
weight and volume are high, the glass 
could not be penetrated.
